Burlington, N. J., February 15.—tIn- 
stead of crosisng the Delaware at Tran- 
ton and invading Pennsylvania, the

down the Jersey shore of the river and 
bivouacked in Burlington for the night. 
It was a hard, weary grind of eighteen 


miles over*the alternately hard roads ; 


and highways, almost ankle deep with 
mud. 

Tired of body, but stout. of heart, 
tTmembers of the army retired early to- 
night, for the Sabbath tomorrow will 
bring them no rest. Under the original 
plan, the “hikers” were to have spent 
Sunday in resting at Bristol, Pa., but 
@ change in arrangements 
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brought 


them down the Jersey shore, and they : 


willl march all day tomorrow and in- 
vade Pennsylvania by way of Philadel- 
Phia late Sunday afternoon. 
Crowds Greeted the Hikers. 

Crowds greeted the weary pilgrims 
at many places along the roads, and 
one of the biggest receptions of the 
march was at Bordentown, seven miles 
from Trenton. A regiment of students 


from a military academy with a brass | 


band at their head met the marchers 


‘outside the town. 


escort of the students, and with the 
hand at thelr head crashing out pa- 
triotic airs, marched bravely into the 
town and to the academy grounds. 

After a greeting by heads of the in- 
stitution and luncheon, the march to 
turlington was resumed. Before the 
army had left Bordentown, however, 
the students from. Princeton untver- 
sity, that had accompanied the suffra- 
gettes to that point, returned to Prince- 
1on. 

Fifteen hundred persons greeted the 
army as it entered Burlington and 
marched to a theater, in front of which 
“votes for women” speeches were de- 
livened. There were some in the crowd 
who tried to have fun with the weary 
invaders, but “General” Jones and 
‘Captain’ Freeman soon had the en- 
tire assemblage applauding their argu- 
ments. 

Barly in the evening some of the 
privates in the army, despite’ their 
weariness. addressed a meeting in one 
of the theaters and also gave short 
talks on the street corners in the cen- 
ter of the town. 

Mayor Welcomes Women.

“It will be an honor to write in. the 
annals of the city the fact that you 
have made a visit to us on this occa- 
sion.’ .The army tomororw will con- 
tinue its march down the Jersey shore 
to Camden, a distance of 18 miles. At 
Camden they will cross the Delaware 
on a ferry to Philadelphia. Sister suf- 
fragettes in the city of Brotherly Love 
are sald to be prepared to give the pil- 
crims a warm welcome. 


FELDER TURNS DOWN 
HARRY THAW’S CASE; 
HOPELESS, HE SAYS 


Thomas B. Felder, the Atlanta attor- 
ney who received a $100,000 fee for his 
services in freeing Charles W. Morse; 
the tce king, from the Atlanta federal 
prison, has declined to take up the 
case of Harry K. Thaw, slayer of Stan- 
ford White. Thaw has been imprison- 
ed in the famous Matteawan asylum in 
New York since 1906. 

“TI looked into the matter thoroughly 
at Mr. Thaw’s request, and was 
obliged to tell hinr that [ thought his 
case had been’ finally adjudged, and so 
could not accede to his request to make 
a proposition for my services,’ said Mr. 
Felder Saturday. confirming the rumor. 

The request was made about the 
middle of December, and was from 
Thaw personally, said Mr. Felder. He 
did not employ «the -attorney. but sim- 
ply asked him to make a proposition 
on the case. Mr. Felder was in New 
York soon thereafter, and looked into 
the case in detail, consulting with some 
of the attorneys who had been employ- 
ed by Thaw. and finally came to the 
conclusion that every legal resource 
had been exhausted to save the young 
milltonatre from further incarceration 
“us one criminally insane. Since inform- 
ing Mr. Thaw of this, there has been 
no other correspondence.

If the 
army is to be sent to Mexico, the trans- 
ports will be dispatched from Galves- 
ton, Texas, instead of Newport News. 
TAYVT TO PUT INTERVENTION 

SQUARELY UP TO CONGRESS 

The president was still of the. opin- 
ion that intervention would be un- 
necessary. He reiterated that he 
would order intervention only in case 
of a wholesale murder of American 
If congress chooses to find a 
casus belli in casualties incidental to 
street fighting in Mexico City, the 
president would not oppose. it. 

The president said he hoped that the 
disquieting dispatches from Mexico | 
would not arouse the American people, 
and that the pressure upon congress 
would not become so great that a ma- 
jority -would feel ealled upon to re- 
spond to a demand for intervention, 
According to his latest information, 
there is but little sentiment in con- 
gress for intervention.

Atlanta Physician Has Been Un- 
able to Communicate With 
Charles Brown. 


Dr. George Brown, of Atlanta, stated 
Saturday night that he had received 
no response to his inquiry as to the 
safety of his son, Charles Brown, who 
has gharge of a copper mine at Pachu- 
ca, México.

So far as I can gather, that is the 
whole argument of the subsidy people. 
Looked at by itself, it is a pretty 
strong argument By appeals to 
selfishness and a false kind of patriot- 
ism, they are attempting to defend this 
special treatment to our own coastwise 
ships. 

Not even the subsidy advocates at- 
tempt to hold that this country could 
relieve its ships engaged in the foreign 
trade from the payment of tolls. They 
admit that would be a direct violation 
of the pledge of “equal treatment.” 
But they hold that our coastwise ships 
are engaged in domestic commerce, 
even though in carrying on that com- 
merce they skirt the coasts of foreign 
countries a thousand miles distant. 

The Original Contract. 

To gain a thorough understanding of 
this controversy the best place to begin 
is with the contract under which we 
secured the right to bufld, police and 
operate the Panama canal. That was 
.ccomplished under the Hay-Paunce- 
‘ote treaty .of 1891. It replaced an 
‘lder treaty signed in 1850, under 
which both the United States and Great 
Britain were to be patrons of an isth- 
mian canal which both countries thén 
thought would be constructed by pri- 


vate capital.

That is the language of the Hay - 
Pauncefote treaty which the United 
States was most eager to have go into

No 
court of law in the world would per- 
mit an oral explanation to qualify an 
amendment to such a written instru- 
ment. 

Subsidy to Coastwise Ships. 

The whole purpo: of the change is 
to favor the coastwise shipping mo- 
nopoly of the United States. It does 
not help ovr shi,~ in the foreign 
trade, and will not aid in building up 
a merchant marine to extend and de- 
velop our foreign trade. They admit 
that would be a clear violation of our 
pledge to England. Yet for the sake 
of the most highly protected monop- 
oly in America today these same peo- 
ple would grant a further subsidy by

ery bit of the material needed in their 
conetruction can be imported into this 
country free of duty. Their monopoly 
will become vastly more profitable 
When the canal is opened, even with- 
out the tolls subsidy. 

There is a provision in the canal bill 
prohibiting railroads from owning 
ships with which they might compete, 
and if this is enforced it will result in 
competition and benefit the public. If 
it is not enforced the difference of 
$1.20 a ton in toll exemptions will have 
no effect whatever on rates of trans- 
portation. 

But all these inquiries are aimed 
merely at the policy of granting this 
subsidy to a highly protected monopo- 
ly It does not take into considera- 
tlon whether we have the right to 
do it. , 

When we talk about that we come 
back tothe language of the contract, 
which pledges equal treatment to “all 
nations,” and says no preference shall 
be shown “with respect to conditions 
or charges of traffic, or otherwise.” 
That is what we promised. Are we 
gsOing to violate it? 

Some of the brainiest and most de- 
voted and patriotic men in congress, 
men who are not under the domina- 
tion of the shipping trust, are trying 
to save this nation’s honor and pre- 
vent such a result. 

Let us go back to the beginning of 
this controversy—some sixty -years 
back—and trace its development down 
to this vear, when we are about to 
realize the dream of centuries and 
bring our eastern and western sea- 
coasts closer together through means 
of a canal across the isthmus. The only 
unsavory part of that record, so far 
as We are concerned, for there has 
been no failure and no shameful graft 
in connection with our construction of 
the canal, is 
passed by wearied legislaters in the 
closing days of an exhausting session 
of congress. . 

Short Coast to Coast Route. 

The dominant power on the North 
American continent is the United 
States, but the interests and terri- 
torial possessions of Great Britain 
are, next to ours, the most ‘important. 
Sixty-five years ago, or just before 
the outbreak of the civil war, we had 
just extended our territory to the 
Pacific and from the northern border 
of Washington to the Bay of. Califor- 
nia and the Rio Grande. England 
controlled the vast expanse of terri- 
tory north of us, sweeping from ocean 
to ocean, including New Brunswick, 
Newfoundland, Labrador and the 
shores of the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 
She was also a power in the Carib- 
bean. She controlled the approaches 
to the route of the prospective Nica- 
raguan canal. Her territory included 
Bermudas and the Bahamas, Jamaica 
and Trinidad, the Winward islands and 
the Leeward islands, British Guiana 
and British Honduras. But in addi- 
tion to these holdings she exercised 
a protectorate over the mosquito coast 
on the eastern shore of Central Ameri- 
ca. In this territory was Greytown, 
at the mouth of the San Juan river, 
which would ‘have been the eastern 
terminus of the Nicaraguan canal. 

Eager to secure some share in the 


control of a ship canal which it was’ 


hoped that private enterprise might 
construct across this territory, using 
the river San Juan as part of the 
route, the United States opened nego- 
tiations with Great Britain to induce 
her to permit us to join in the promo- 
tion of such an enterprise. 
Clayton-Bulwer Treaty Negotiated. 
There was no dispute then as to the 
advantage England had by right o 
her territorial holdings. Mr. Clayton. 
then secretary of state of the United 
States, directed Mr. Rives, our min- 
ister to France, to proceed to Eng- 
land and endeavor to secure the consent 


of Lord Palmerston to enter into the 


treaty. Representations were made 
that the treaty would benefit both 
countries and that the United States 


would use her good offices to help on

governments agreed that neither 
should ever “obtain or maintain any 
exclusive control” over the canal, or 
colonize or erect fortificationg in Nica- 
ragua, Venezuela, Costa Rica, the Mos- 
quito coast or any part of Central 
America. Both further promised not 
to use any influence that elther might 
possess with any country through 
which the. canal ight pass “for the 
purpose of acquiring or holding, di- 
rectly or indirectly, for the citizens or 
subjects of the one, any rights or ad- 
vantage in regard to commefrce or 
navigation through the said canal, 
which shal] not be offered on the 
same terms to the citizens or subjects 
of the other.” ’ 

Furthermore, in that same treaty— 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, unger 
which England ,.voluntarily gave up 
her contro] over the Mosquito coast 
and over Greytown, the eastern term!- 
nus of the proposed canal—it was 
agreed that each party was to enter 
into treaty. stipulations with other 
Central American countries for this 
purpose. 

This same self denying declaration 
was repeated in the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty in later years when the eyes 
of the. world were turned from Nica- 
ragua.to Panama. The great canal that 
would connect the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific and says the shipping of the 
world from a long and trying voyage 
through the Straits of Magellan, was 
not to be a private waterway, a do- 
mestic affair Of the United States. It 
was to be “dedicated to the common 
use of all nations on the most liberal 
terms and a footing of perfett equali- 
ty to all. This our minister told Lord 
Palmerstone. ? 

While the Nicaragua route was up- 
permost in the minds of both parties 
when this treaty was negotiated we 
had certain rights in Panama under 
a treaty of 1846, with New Granada, 
which we agreed to relinquish, and 
exercised a protectorate over the Mos- 
quito coast. Both came under the 
operations of the treaty. That agree- 
ment was of broad scope, and article 
8 reads: 

We Were Apprehensive. 

For the first few years after the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty was entered 
into we were apprehensive lest Eng- 
land should not keep her agreement, 
but after our attention was turned 
to Panama, we became restive under 
the restrictions which it placed upon 
uB 


Richard Olney, Mr. Cleveland's sec- 
retary of state, admitting in 1896 that 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty was still 
in force, said: “If changed conditions 
now make stipulations which were 
once deemed advantageous, either in- 
applicable or injurious the true reme- 
dy is not in ingenlous attempts to 
deny the assistance of the treaty, or 
to explain away its provisions, but 
in a direct and straightforward ap- 
plication to Great Britain for a re- 
consideration of the whole matter.” 

Out of this agitation came the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty finally approved in 
amended form in 1901. This retained 
article 8 of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, 
Lut authorized the United States to 
construct the canal, instead of the 
plan set out with the old areement, 
whereby both countries were to be 
patrons of the enterprise and share in 
its construction. This later agree- 
ment was that the canal might be 
built by the United States “directly at 
its own cost, or by gift or loan of 
money to individuals or corporations 
or through ‘subscription or the pur- 
chase of stock or shares.” 

We were given the exclusive right 
to control and manage the canal sub- 
ject to the limitations of the treaty 
that it was to be “free and open to 
the vessels of commerce and of war 
of all nations.’ The rules adopted 
were those for the neutralization of 
the Suez canal embodied in the con- 
vention ef Constantinople approved 
October 29, 1888. 


LANGUAGE OF THE TREATIES 
IN REGARD TO THE CANAL 


“The governments of the United 
States and Great, Britain agree to 
extend their protection by treaty 
stipulations to any other practicable 
communication, whether by canas 
or railway, across the isthmus, 
which connects North and South 
America, and especially by the way 
of Tehuantepec or Panama. It is 
ilways understood that the parties 
onstructing or owning the same 
hall impose no other chargés or 
onditions of traffic thereupon than 
the aforesaid governments shall ap- 
prove of as just and equitable, and 
that the same canal or railways be- 
ing open to the citizens and sub- 
jects of the United States and Great 
Britain on equal terms, shall also 
be open on like terms to the oilti- 
zens and subjects of every other 
state which is willing to grant 
thereto such protection as the 
United States and Great Britain en- 
gage to afford.—Article 8 of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty of 18650.

Now given a team 
of experienced players, with a man- 
ager of known ability, and a smatter- 
ing of youngsters who can be figured 
on their minor league performances 
and one who studies baseball closely 
can calculate with a falr degree of ac- 
uracy just about what percentage of 
games that team should win. 


® Picking Is Hard. 


This season we face the task 
predicting—and trying to figure, 
seven clubs with new managers, 
twelve of sixteen clubs that will 
shaken to pieces before the playing 
season starts and ten of them that 
will start with practically new line- 
u 


of 


ps. 
Under the circumstances I find it 
rather easy to pick tite first and sec- 
ond clubs of each league—rather easy 
'to pick the tailender in the Ameri- 
can—and after that one is dealing 
with so many unknown and uncer- 
tain quantities that the task seems 
an impossibility. 

The probabilities of the new man- 
agers handling their teams wel] is in 
itself a big problem, but fortunately 
every man is a known quantity. And 
in this respect the owners have made 
a strong bid to improve baseball. I 
do not think that ever before there 
were sixteen as good managers in 
charge of clubs. 

In trying to figure the teams and 
the probabilities of thelr success or 
failure the system I use is rather com- 
plicated. I figure the comparative 
value of each position in defensive 
work, then figure the fielding value 
of men as individuals, in their value 
as batters, as base runners, and as 
“inside” men. In this it is necessary 
to understand the men themselves and 
know whether or not they will 
good ball in the club to which they 
/are assigned. 

Change Does Good. 


For instance, knowing Mike Mitchell 
was disgusted with Cincinnati One 
would have been forced to reduce his 
value in every department {f he re- 
mained a Red. At Chicago it is cer- 
tain that, during the early part of 
the season at least, he will play even a 
bit above his speed. Had Tinken and 
Evers remained am the same club I 
would have cut at least eight points 
from both. Now I figure them close 
to their best, detracting a bit for the 
managerial strain which will hamper 
their individua] work.

Attempts at Arbitration Fail. 
Amended Plan Submitted 
By the Railroads Rejected | 


By the Men. 


New York, February 15.—‘“The rail 


roads need a strike in their business to | 


embarrass Woodrow Wilson and for 
other reasons, and I am afraid they 
are going to get it, declared W. S&S. 
Carter, president of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Firemen and Enginemen, 
tonight.

Mr. Carter made this statement in a 


talk with the newspaper representa- 
tives at the close of a long conference 
with his associates, who, with the pres- 
ident of the organization, have been 
handling the 34,000 firemen’s side of 
the dispute with the eastern 
railroads over demands for higher pay 
and revised working conditions. 

Notwithstanding Mr. Carter’s state- 
ment, the lack of any further propos!i- 
tion fror& the railroads, and tndications 
that issuance of a strike order, already 
prepared by the § firemen’s leaders, 
mizht be imminent, tonight assurance 
was given by the heads of the firemen's 
organizations that no action would be 
taken as long as the federal mediators 
were on the scene. This meant post- 
ponement of any definite break in the 
negotiations for at least thirty-six 
hours, G. W. W. Hanger, acting United 
States labor commissioner, one of the 
mediators, did not share President 
Carter’s apparent pessimism. He did 
not consider the situation hopeless, he 
indicated. The firemen earlier in the 
day had rejected the latest proposition 
of the rallroads’ suggesting arbitration 
under the Erdman act, but with six 
arbitrators instead of three as the law 
provides. The rejection was on the 
ground that the proposed board would 
have no legal status because of the 
variation of the statute provisions in 
the Erdman act. 

The firemen have been holding out 
for arbitration under the Erdman act, 
with three arbitrators as provided by 
law. This has been the stumbling 
block in all the campaigns up to date. 
THREATENED RAILWAY TIE-UP 

DRAWS RESOLUTION IN HOUSE 

Washington, February 15.—The 
threatened tie-up of fifty-four eastern 
railroads by the proposed strike of 
firemen was the basis of a resolution 
for government ownership of those 
railroad properties, introduced in the 
house today by Representative Berger, 
of Wisconsin, socialist. 

Mr. Berger's resolution proposed 
that in case of a strike and tie-up of 
the railway system for more than a 
week the president of the United States 
Should be empowered to seize the rail- 
ways, with all their terminals, belt | 
lines, lands, coal mines, workshops and 
other properties, on the ground of 
public emergency and the right of emi- 
nent domain, and to manage and op-* 
erate them through the postoffice de- 
partment until congress should create 
a department of railways. The reso- 
lution proposed that the government 
operate properties on work days of 
eight hours and pay “a fair rate of 
wages.” It would direct the secretary 
ef commerce and labor to furnish con- 
gress an estimate of the actual phys- 
ical valuation of the railroads, their 
connections and all their properties, as 
the basis of government compensation 
to the roads, and would instruct the 
secretary of the treasury to submit to 
congress a comprehensive plan for 
financing the entire transaction by 
issuing United States bonds at the low- 
est practicable rate of interest. .The 
resolution in a preamble declared that 
private ownership and management of 
railroads had been demonstrated to be 
on the point of collapse; that the rail- 
roads in this country were the poorest 
equipped and most unsafe in any civ- 
ilized country; that it would take 
$9,000,000,000 to make them compara- 
tively safe, and so much private cap- 
ital was not to be had. 

Mr. Berger in a statement asserted 
that witha month’'stie-up the fifty-four 
railroad systems would put cities lke 
Pittsburg and Indianapolis in danger 
of starvation and _ seriously menace 
New York, Chicago, Philadelphia, 
Cleveland and Milwaukee. 


EXPRESS COMPANIES 
FIGHT LOWER RATES 


Washington, February 15.- Ta _dem- 
onstrate to the interstate coumnerce 
commission the effect of the reduced 
rates it proposes, the express compa- 
nies have reported that had tHe pro- 
posed rates en in effect on Octo- 
ber 23, a test day selected, the reduc- 
tions in thé * revenue would have 
ranged from 4.96 to 30.6 per cent. 

The day’s receipts for the Adams 
would have been reduced $18,291, or 
23.6 per cent; the American $19,824, or 
24.2 per cent; the Southern $9,078, or 
30.6 per cent; the United States $10,- 
419, or 24.3 per cent, and the Wells- 
Fargo $16,832, or 25.2 per cent. 

These five companies assert that the 
application of the reductions would 
have resulted in a total loss of $24,- 
996,047.25 in their business for the 
year ended June 30, 1912, “equivas 
lent to gn operating deficit of 5.42 
cents for every dollar of gross trans- 
portation revenue collected.”’ 

No intimation is given by the com- 
mission as to when it will enter an 
order in the express investigation, but 
it is expected some time in the spring 
and probably will be made effective 
two or three months later.

PARASITES ON COCKROACHES 
ARE FOUND TO CAUSE CANCER 


Berlin, February 15.—The results of 
experiments to find the origin of can- 
cer were published today by Profes- 
sor Johannes Fibiger, director of the 
Pathological institute, at Copenhagen. 

His researches show that cancerous 
growth in the esophagus and stomachs 
of rodents were due to the presence 


in the alimentary tract of minute 


worms, an indeterminate number of 
which are from the common kitchen 
cockroach. Professor Fibiger succeeded 
in producing cancer by. feeding the 
parasites eggs on cockroaches to rats. 
The experiments are considered of 
great importance to seekers for a cure 
of cancer, as they form the first ex- 
perimental production of the disease.

inent members of the diplomatio corps. 

Presidemt Taft, in accepting the in- 
vitation of the senate committee to 
speak at the services for the late vice 
president, set aside precedent of many 
years respecting the appearancc of a 
president within the senate chamber 
when that body is in session. But 
for the attendance at the quadrennial 
inauguration, no other president since 
Washington has spoken in the senate 
while that body was in session. 

Arrangements had been made by the 
house of représentatives to proceed in 
a body. to tue senate chamber i!mme- 
diately after convening at 12 o'clock. 
The senate committee, headed by Sen- 
ator Root, had arranged places on the 
floor o¢ the chamber for the house 
members, the cabinet, the supreme 
court, diplomats, army and navy of- 
ficers and scores of public men. 

Former President Roosevelt, Presi- 
dent-elect Wilson, Vice President-elect 
Marshall and former .Vice Presidents 
Fairbanks, Stevens and Morton had ali 
been invited to participate, but none 
was able to attend. 

The speakers today included Presi- 
dent Taft, Speaker Champ Clark and 
Senators Root, O’Gorman, Oliver, Gal- 
linger, Kern, La Follette, Williams, 
Curtis, Martin, Lod:e, Thornton and 
Cummins. 

The unusuaj scene of the president 
and high officials in the chamber at- 
tracted hundreds to the galleries.

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- REPORT 1S UNFAIR 
SAYS CLAYTON 


The Investigating Engineers 
“Tenorantly or Maliciously 
Misrepresented” Construc- 
tion Department and Chief. 


The report of the especial committee 


of engineers, appointed by the cham- | 


ber of commerce for the purpose of in- 
vestigating the construction depart- 
ment, has brought forth a bitter re- 
ply from Chief R, M. Clayton, head of 
the department, criticised in the re- 
port. : 

Chief Clayton charges that the com- 
mittee did not seek information from 
his office or from any member of his 
office staff. He says the rep.-t of 
the committee is misleading, unfair 
and does not represent true condi- 
tions. . 

The reply of Chief Clayton was sub- 
mitted to the chamber of commerce 
Saturday morning, and when officers 
of the chamber were asked for the re- 
port of the committee which brougat 
the reply from the oc. struction de- 
partment head, it was announced that 
dt had not been acted upon 

The report was submitted by R. M. 
Hazlehurst,. chairman, A. M. Schoen, 
Mm. M. Hall, W. V 
G. R. Solomon and J. N. Eley. 

Chief Clayton said that he was fur- 
mished with a copy of the report 

Brands Statement False. 

The very’ first statement in the re- 
port of the committee is branded as 
false. The statement relates to the 
consolidation of the public works and 
construction departments. Chief Clay- 
ton says that he had no hand in the 
merging of the two departments, and 
was not consulted as to the advisabili- 
ty of the plan. He charges that the 
statement in the report that in Sep- 
temmber, 1910, he was given authority 
‘*y an ordinance to appoint two en- 
gineers, one to have charge of sewers 
and the other to supervise city work, 
4s not in accord with the facts. 

Referring to charges made against 
the department and printed in the 
mewspapers, Chief Clayton informs 
the committee that the reason he did 
not answer them was because it Was a 
matter of common x«nowledge that 
they were without reasonable founda- 
tion. He says further: 

“That it is reasonable to assume that 
a thing is true simply because it is 
mot denied, is too childish to discuss 
with grown men. It is true that these 
popular agitators against my depart- 
ment show that there is ‘lost motion’ 
somewhere, dut it is lost by those who 
would try to convince the thinking 
people of our community that I am 
responsible for excessive rains and 
enormous traffic over our streets. Any 
one of you who has tried to live a 
Peachtree street life on a Peters street 
4ncome, knows how impossible it is for 
me to keep up the streets without suf- 
ficient funds. The time has not yet 
come when good work can be done for 
inferior prices, nor will the change of 
the mame of the department from 
construction’ to ‘pubiic works’ bring 
about this result.” 

Doubts Value of Report. 

Chief Clayton says he dovbts the 
value of the report of the committee 
when the facts the committee could 
have obtained within a Dilock of the 
chamber of commerce in reagrd to the 
city, were so absolutely disregardeu. 

He declares that the chamber .- of 
commerce needs some committee 
cleansing. 

As an illustration that the depart- 
ment is not lagging, Chief Clayton 
points to the fact that Atlanta is the 
firet to install the universal water 
meter system.

The ordinary blackbird, known local- 
ly as the cowbird or the purple grack- 
el, bids fair to be a theme of discus 
sion in the sessions of the Pennsylva- 
nia legislature during the winter. Let- 
ters are being received by the state 
Same commission asking that the state 
authorities back a bill to protect the 
blackbird all the year round, because 
of the bugs of which the blackbirds 
relieve the farmers. And just as vig- 
orously as the blackbird is being cham- 
yioned others are written demanding 
hat the bird be put on the outlaw 
list owing to its habits of destroying 
the nests and eating the young of 
other birds. The commission will rec- 
ommend that the turtle dove and kil- 
deer, Which belongs to the plover fam- 
ily, be protected because of thetr de- 
struction of insects.

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Omnibus Bill Reported to House. 
$1,000,000 Appropriated for 
Building at Birmingham. 


Washington, February 15.—The om- 
nibus public bluilding bill, carrying 
total appropriations of $25,643,800, was 
reported today to the house. It pro- 
poses a new building for the interior 
department, not to exceed in cost $2,- 
500,000, exclusive of site. 

Among Other “authorizations” in the 
bill which Chairman Burnett explain- 
ed did not actually appropriate money, 
but which need to be acted upon by 
the appropriations committee, provid- 
ed for: 

One million dollars for a new fed- 
eral building at Birmingham, Ala.; 
$50,000 for a new postoftice site in 
Chicago; memorial ampitheater at’ ‘l- 
ington national cemetery at Ar@§igton, 
$250,000, with a limit of $750,000. 

Office building at Washington for 
geological survey, reclamation service, 
Indian bureau, bureau of mines and 
other interior department bureaus, 
$500,000, with limit of $2,500,000. 

Among several others the bill in- 
cludes these items of increases in the 
limit of cost of buildings whose ac- 
quisitions of site and building enlarge- 
— previously have been author- 
zed: 

Mobile, Ala., $75,000; Tulsa, Okla., 
ars Corpus Christi, Texas, $70.- 


The bill directs the enlargement or 
improvement of government buildings 
within these Hmits of cost: 

Tennessee—Nashville postoffice and 
custom house, $400,000. 

Buildings are authorized within 
these limits of cost on grounds now 
owned or previously authorized to be 
acquired by the government: 

South Carolina—Columbia, $225,009. 

Texas—Elpaso, $300,000; Yoakum, 
$65,000. 

Authorization of an increase of 
$118,750 for the new building at Wil- 
mington, N. C., raising the total there 
to $418,750, is among the larger items. 

Acquisiton of site and erection of 
building for postoffice and other gov- 
ernmenta] purposes at Lakelahd, Fla.., 
are authorized, within a cost limit of 
$75,000. 

Purchases for sites are authorized 
in Key West, FP a., $80,000; 
Texas, $300,000; Las Vegas, N. 
$125,000. ,

Ramon Liano told the local police 
that last October Vina brought him 
two of the $10,000 bills and asked 
that he conceal them. Vina said the 
bills had been stolen, but that he came 
by them legitimately. 

Llano later was asked to come to 
the United States and change the bills, 
being promised $2,000 and his expenses.

SPOT COTTON MARKET. 


REALIZING CAUSED 
COTTON 10 DECLINE 


Market Opened Barely Steady 
at Decline—Closing Prices 
About Lowest of Day. 


New York, February 15.—Today’s 
cotton market was nervous and unset- 
tled, owing to continued realizing or 
liquidation and more aggressive sell- 
ing by local or southern bears. The 
close was easy at a net decline of 18 


to 23 points. 

The market opened barely steady at 
a decline of 10 to 12 points, in re- 
sponse to lower cables taan expected. 
Offerings were comparatively heavy, 
but they were well absorbed at the 
start, and prices radiied 4 or 5 points 

rom the lowest on covering of snorts 
for over the week-end and support 
trom jeading trade interests. iais 
buying seemed to be limited, however, 
and as soon as the demand from real- 
izing shorts became jess active, prices 
déevesoped renewed weakness, under 
continued seiling for both accounts. 

Astme market worked off,a number 
of stop oruers were uncovered and 
there Was a Very sharp vreak in the 
late trading, on rumors that the spot 
situation was becoming easier and 
predictions that the liquidation move- 
ment woud extend from futures to the 
@outhern markets for action. Closing 
prices were at praclicaliy the lowest 
of the day. Some of the bigger spec- 
ulatuve longs were supposed to be 
among the heaviest seliers, both yes- 
tergay and again today, and there was 
considerabue selling here through 
houses with southern connections. 

A report from Memphis claimed that 
holders of small lots of spot cotton, 
who had been demanding hither 
prices, had given their brokers oroers 
to sell at the market this morning, and 
this may have increased the bearish- 
ness of local sentiment to some extent 

The Mexican news was considered 
more favorabie, but there appeared to 
be no improvement in the Balkan sit- 
uation, and private cabies from Liver- 
pool reported heavy continental sell- 
ing in that market as well as of slack 
demand. 

Weekly reviews of the dry goods 
trade were considered encouraging, 
particularly with reference to business 
among the western distributors, and 
the early trade buying here was ac- 
companied by reports that spinners 
were becoming interested in the mar- 
Ket around 11% cents for October con- 
tracts.

SELLING OF STOCKS 
BRISK LATE IN Tht DAY 


Railroad Issues Weak on Ac- 
count of Rejection of Arbitra- 
tion Terms by the Firemen. 


New York, February 15.—Railroad 
Stocks sold off sharply in the last five 
minutes of trading today, after it was 
made known that representatives of 
the firemen on the eastern railroads 
had rejected arbitration on the terms 
proposed by the railway managers. 
Previous to this time the movement 
had been narrow and .unimportent, 
with a heavy tone at Intervals. 

Lack of definite information from 
Mexico and concerning the prospects 
for a strike of firemen had restricted 
speculation to smal] proportions. Theré 
was no pronounced selling pressure 
until the final drive, and as bear 
operators seemed in no haste to cover, 
the market was dull. 

Pennsylvania was one of the con- 
spicuously weak itasues, selling down 
to 118, the lowest since 1908. It was 
influenced not only by fears of a 
strike, but by the reiteration of un- 
confirmed reports which have been 
eirculated recently to the effect that 
a large block of the road’s treasury 
stock will be sold. The total unissued 
capital stock, which is free to be offer- 
ed to stockholders, is $80,932,000. 
Although it was reported that lead- 
ing selling interests had fixed their 
price of refined copper for future de- 
liveries at 15 cents, the copper stocks 
did not reflect the weakness of the 
meta] market. They showed strength 
a times, owing presumably to cover- 
ng. 

No pronounced changes in the money 
situation were indicated by the bank 
statement, which was a marked im- 
provement over last week's. The ac- 
tual table showed only a nominal cash 
loss of $600,000 and there was a small 
gain in excess reserves. 

The weekly trade reviews were fair- 
ly optimistic. Despite cross currents 
in trade and disquieting events in 
various parts of the world, it was as- 
serted that conservative expansion of 
business continues.

When The Associated Press organ- 
iged its business in the south, Walsh 
Was made general manager for the 
south, and became a very close friend 
of William Henry Smith, many. years 
president of the association. He be- 
came general manager and treastrer 
of The Southern Associated Press 
whet that organization formed an al- 
liance with The Western Assoctated 
Press and The United Press and sub- 
divided the field of news gathering. 
This alllance lasted but a short while, 
and when the split came, Walsh and 
the coterie of southern newspaper own- 
ers Who were such a power in the 
south—Howell, of The Atlanta Consti- 
tution: Hemphill, of The News and 
Courier; Cowardin, of The Riehmond 


Dispatch; Ochs, of The Chattanooga | 
Times, and Bstill, of The Savannah | 


News—allied themselves with The 
United Press, comprising at that time 
most of the big New York and New 
England papers. 

While always a power in local, state 
and national politics the only elective 
offices he held were those. of state as- 
semblyman in his early career and 
later mayor of Augusta. Hie never 


‘sought power for his own aggrandize- 


ment, and spent bis resources bounti- 
fully for the promotion of Augusta and 
the south generally and for the ad- 
vancement of his friends. In 1881 he 
met with financial reverses in: Wall 
street, but-recotiped his fortunes some- 
what in Augusta real estate,. and 
shunned Wall street for ever after- 
wards.

WHAT ABOUT ROADS? ° 
Congress is about to enact the annual 
rivers and*harbors bill, which carries an 
appropriation in excess of $46,000,000. That 
is $20,000,000 more than was last year set 
aside for the same purpose. 


A beggarly few hundred thousand dol-’ 


lars is at the disposal of the federal bureau 
of highways. All that can be done with 
this limited sum is to study the pvhiloso- 
phy of road-building and to construct 
model roads, which the bureau prayer- 
fully tries to induce the various states to 
copy. 

Waterways are necessary. So are good 
roads. Indeed, the latter probably consti- 
tute a more important factor in the equa 
tion of transportation than do waterways. 
The railroads can largely take the place 
of rivers. There is no substitute for the 
highway leading from the farm to the mar- 
ket. It is the toll taken by these miser- 
able country roads that makes a material 
addition to the present exorbitant cost of 


| living. 


If congress appropriates a dollar for 
waterways it ought to appropriate a dol- 
lar for highways. That is the one just and 
sensible course of procedure. 

Had the waterways budget, for in- 
stance, been this year left at the figures of 
last year there would have remained the 
difference of $20,000,000 to apply to high- 
way construction. Even that sum would 
have been insufficient, but it would have 
eventually returned dividends besiae whict 
the revenue from improved waterways 
would have been negligible. 

Let us hope that national sentiment will 
get in behind the commission now investl- 
gating the most effective means for fed- 
eral co-operation. Few problems in Amerl- 
ca are more urgent than that which cen- 
ters around the building of good roads. 
Certainly it affects every man, woman and 
child in the country. 


SPEEDING PHYSICIANS. 


Superior Court Judge J. B. Park has de- 
cided at Milledgeville that it is legal for 
physicians to ignore the speed laws of com- 
munities when answering sick calls. The 
case came up on appeal from the recorder’s 
court, where a doctor had been fined for 
exceeding the speed limit. 

With one emphatic amendment, Judge 
Park’s decision is a sound one. Two other 
classes of auto drivers are now, in all up-to- 
date cities, given the license to ignore 
speed laws—fire-engine drivers and the 
drivers of ambulances.

A fine enthusl- 
asm, a noble aspiration equipped with plenty 
of self-confidence and an indifference to facts 
can do more to hinder reforms than all their 
Perhaps that is the price 
we pay for large popular Interest in better 
things. But it hardly seems a necessary 
price, unless we are to accept sensationalism 
as the normal method of reaching the Ameri- 
can intelligence. The interest in social bet- 
terment has turned many young men and 
women into the field who use their emotions 
more than their intellects. And unfortunately 
they find opportunity for the publicity of 
their half-baked reports and preachments 
out of all proportion to their intrinsic value. 
They are making it more and more difficult 
for those who wish to deal with problems 
understandingly to know whatis truth. They 
are ready to recast society out of hand, to 
revolutionize the treatment of disease ahead 
of the physicians, to set up the practice of 
eugenic laws not yet certainly discovered, to 
govern banking by the views of honest farm- 
ers and remake the tariff in avowed disregard 
of the knowledge of business men. The 
tendency is widespread. The cult calls itself 
progressive; but it is really half-baked. 


THE INSCRUTABLE CAT. | 


(From The London Globe.) 

Anatole France has written some charm- 
ing “thougthts of a dog,” but who would 
venture upon the same task with a cat? “It 
is one of his most charming traits,” says E. 
V. Lucas, writing of a puppy whom he calls 
the Lord of Life, “that he thinks visibly.’’ 
But then most dogs have in greater or less 
degree that quality. 

| A Mysterious and Solitary Thing. 

About a cat you may dispute endlessly, 
and come to no decision. For the cat gives 
vou no help. Even Rudyard Kipling, who 
has gone deeply into the minds of many ani- 
mals, almost as deeply, indeed, as into the 
minds of machines, has remained content to 
represent the cat, as it is upon the surface, a 
mysterious and a solitary and a self-sufficient 
thing. 

It is his self-sufficiency which is at the 
root of the cat’s mystery. He is strange and 
fascinating because he is without the grega- 
rious instinct. That is the stronger common 
instinct between man and the beasts, and 
man is only superior by the degree to which 
he has developed it. Indeed, starting from 
this instinct, you might say that the natural 
division of the creatures of the world is not 
man and the other animals, but cat and the 
other animals. It is a reflection very damag- 
ing to the arrogance of man. 

It was not unnatural that the primitive 
mind, since it found the cat inexplicable by 
reason of this strange _§ self-sufficiency, 
thought of him not only as a mysterious but 
a malignant force. To that conception his 
physical attributes, in particular a luminous 
and savage eye, materially assisted. 

Maeterlinck'’s Tylette a Slander. 

The cat became the familiar of witches. 
“Puss in Boots” is the one striking exception 
in literature to this popular view, and he 
must have been the creation of some mag- 
nificent idealist or of a very stupid man. The 
old conception has survived and has found its 
latest expression in Maeterlinck’s Tylette. 

Tylette is as human as “Puss in Boots.” It 
is easy to see where the author has gone 
astray. He started, not with cats, but with 
the popular opinion of them. He found that 
the cat inspired certain vulgar emotions; that 
he was feared and distrusted as mysterious 
things are; and so he gave him the mean 
human qualities which roused such feelings, 
but do not at all belong to the cat. He made 
him a cheap conspirator; he made him ma- 
lignant, but left out the mystery.

The result of it all was that the poor old 
mother, back at home, was deprived of the 
happy Sunday chat that every son and 
daughter owes father and mother as long as 
they live. It is positively no more sin for a 
man to write to his own mother on Sunday 
afternoon than it is for him to Kiss his own 
sister or his own wife Monday morning. 

It is not irreverent to make a minor com- 
mandment: Write to thy father and thy 
mother at least once a week, that the Lord 
thy God may let thy children write to thee 
regularly when thou art old and lonely. 

Why write on Sunday afternoon? Well, 
it really makes no difference as to the day, 
or the hour, 6n which the letter is written, 
but usually one has more leisure. Sunday

At Home. 

To be sure there are times and circum- 
stances when one cannot write regularly— 
sickness, travel, or something of the kind> 
but lack of news should never be an excuse 
for not writing. This very afternoon thou- 
sands of letters will be written containing 
just about this information: ‘The baby has 
a tooth. We are getting six eggs a day. The 
cow is about to go dry. We planted onions, 
mustard and lettuce last week. It rained 
here last night. Hope you are well. Kiss 
each other for Sallie.” 

Monday, or Tuesday, or Wednesday, an 
old man will hobble to the postoffice and 
bring that precious letter home to “mother.” 
They will read it a dozen times, and ft will 
be the topic of happy conversation during a 
whole week. All the neighbors will learn 
that Sallie’s baby has a new tooth; that Sal- 
lie’s hens are laying; that Sallie’s folks are 
gardening, and that it rained Saturday night 
where Sallie lives. 

Instead of Sallie, or William married, it 
may be a son or daughter at college. The old 
father and mother take a stroll Sunday after- 
noon and pass the postoffice on purpose, just 
to see the place where Mary’s letter, or John’s 
will be coming in a day or two, 

“Dear Father and Mother: It has been 
some time since I wrote you last, but I am 
thinking of you, and have decided to write 
this Sunday afternoon and tell you that Ir 
still love you, and that ——»” 


Editor Constitltion: Is there any good 
reason why a city of Atlanta’s progressive 
spirit along many lines should not have and 
control a first-class market house?

As a fact, however, 
it is not unusual to see exposed for sale 
stock that would not be permitted in other 
places. One reason for this is that goods 
too ripe to ship to a distant market are 
often dumped on Jacksonville and Atlanta, 
Tourists often remark that they have bet- 
ter quality and finer assortment of vege- 
tables in their distant homes than at the 
very door of a large territory devoted to the 
growing of choice stock. It is not seldom 
that goods are ordered from a market east 
or west to supply a demand for some special 
function in our city. 

Want the Hest. 

It is not true that Atlantans will not pur- 
chase first-class stock in preference to sec- 
onds or culls when they have the Opportu- 
nity. This has been thoroughly tested dur- 
ing the past months with perfect satisfac- 
tion. 

Northern States grow Many vegetables in 
the winter months, under glass, with steam 
heat, at a profit. and a market house here 
properly conducted would stimulate activity 
along similar lines by growers in Georgia. 
It is entirely unnecessary to depend, as we 
do now, On vegetables for our daily use on 
a territory several hundred miles distant. 
With a suitable tract of land adjacent to the 
city in charge of a man known as a horti- 
cultural demonstrator similar results to the 
achievements elsewhere are possible. This 
plan is no longer a theory or experiment, as 
it has been tried and proven a success. 

If it were not for the possible danger of 
being misunderstood by the world-at-large a 
good motto for us to adopt with this end 
in view, of developing our heme resources, 
would be “Georgia for the Georgians,” and 
learn to live at home. This applies to prod- 
uce for the family and grain for the stock 
with equal force. The subject of the high 
cost of living and how to reduce the same is 
an absorbing one, and will be presented in 
a future article at an early date, giving 
some practical illustrations, showing how 
this desired end may be attained without 
waiting for special legislation.

FOR INAUGURATION VISITORS 


Washington, D. C., February 15.— 
(Special.)—Washington is preparing 
for its quadrennial “hog killing.” The 
business men of this city who make a 
large noise over financing the expenses 
of the inaugural ceremony are pre- 
paring to recoup. 

With the wisdom gathered by long 
years of experience, combined with a 
close study of the methods of Balti- 
more’s hote] keepers during the demo- 
cratic convention, the business men of 
the capital city are laying plans to 
“do” the strangers within our gates. 

The extraction.of money from vis- 
{tors has reached the perfection of 
art in Washington, and particularly 
during inauguration times the ordi- 
nary processes are abandoned and 
some entirely new wrinkles are intro- 
duced. There will probably be 100,000 
visitors to Washington on inaugura- 
tion day, but to induce the visitors to 
stay and enjoy the delights of their 
capital city, the hotels are making 
reservations only for five and seven- 
day periods. The central idea seems 
to be, let no man with a dollar in his 
pockets escape. 
if not tmpos- 


It would be difficult, 
sible, to overdraw this. It is the cold, 
mavaaniahied truth. Actually, a few 
'days ago some creditors asked the

Other Lines of Graft. 

But it mrust not be assumed that the 
hotels are the only J. Rufus Walling- 
fords who make a clean-up out of the 
advent of a new president. The lines 
lof graft are almost without number. 
One of the best of them is the rent- 
ing of windows along the line of the 
inaugural parade. This business con- 
sists in letting, sub-letting and some- 
times sub-sub-letting to suckers, de- 
pending upon the activity of the mar- 
ket and the state of the weather. In 
the oldest and most broken-down 
buildings near the capitol, windows 
three feet wide are offered for $25. 
(Speculators have taken some of these 
‘and if Wilson should be greeted by 
such a blizzard as welcomed Taft to 
the white house the price will jump 
skyward. In the better buildings, the 
prices quoted today are much more 
than $25 a window. 

A saloon with a ornament- 
ing its second story offers the bal- 
cony and the room behind it for $1,200. 
One pair of windows, each about four 
feet wide, are on the market for $809. 
Some of the prices paid in the past by 
visitors been high as to be 
almost unbelievable. But it ts not at 
all unusual to hear of $1,500 and $2,000 
paid for a good point from which to 
the governors and their staffs 
cavort about the street on their hired 
chargers. One thing is certain about 
this end of the game, and that Is that 
the Washington people will get the 
last possxfble cent for every perch 
along the line of march. They have 
had experience and know how to do it. 

Even the inaugural committee, a 
body composed of prominent citizens 
of the town, has a scheme for bleeding 
the people from “outside.” One would 
suppose such a committee to act dis- 
interestedly for the comfort and wel- 
fare of the strangers attending the in- 
auguration, and that for the good name 
of Washington this committee, at 
least, would seek to protect visitors. 
But such a hospitable idea does not 
enter into the project from any angle.

“Bunty Pulls the Strings.” 


(At the Atlanta.) 

One of the most astonishing suc- 
cesses of the past two theatrical sea- 
sons has been “Bunty Pulls’ the 
‘Strings,’ the famous comedy which 
comes to the Atlanta theater tomorrow 
night for an engagement of three 
nights, with Wednesday matinee. 

“Bunty’’ came to New York with the 
indorsement of great popularity in Lon- 
don, where, by the way, it has already 
reached its second year, but ‘none of 
New York's theatrical wiseacres antici- 
pated any such sensation as awaited 
the play in America. A good natured 
satire on life and manners in the 
heather-land, the play caught on in- 
stantly in the metropolis and ran for 
over a year at the Comedy theater.

The story of Bunty is as simple as a 
child's tale from a primer, and tells of 
a small community and principally of 
the Big@g@ar family. Bunty is the only 
daughter of Tammas Biggar, a small 
merchant in a small village. Her moth- 
er died two years. before the epening 
of the play, and Bunty is the little 
mother the family.

It was 
in 1866, when the entire south was in 
4 deplorable state. There were prac- 
tteally banking facilities and 
knew where he stood when ex- 
tending credit to strangers. For this 
reason the jobbers were extremely 
careful and when a salesman sold a bill 
of knew that he would also 
be expected to collect the account 
when the money came due. 

“Well, the firm for which I. was 
working decided that a ‘traveling 
salesman’ would add dignity to the 
econeern aud also possibly bring in a 
few dollars which would otherwise go 
astray. Accordingly I was told to pre- 
pare myself for a horseback trip to and 
through a certain state. After getting 
everything in shape and bidding gz00d- 
bye to my family for perhaps four or 
five months, I put a written list of the 
goods I was to sell in one side of my 
saddlebags and filled the other section 
with an extra shirt, a clean pair of sox 
and such other necessary items as 
might be needed on a three months’ 
journey and turned my horse's head to 
the west and started.

| EVERY OBJECTION HAS A RESPONSE | 


By S. A. Lesman. 

The old herbalists used to say that 
every poison had its antidote. What 
is poison to the salesman is the objec- 
tion which the prospective customer 
raises to his goods, and it is true that 
every objection has its reply. Every 
Salesman who is selling a line he be- 
lieves in (and those who are not had 
better change their.line as quickly as 
possible), must know positively that 
every time a customer raises an objec- 
tion to the goods there is a reply to 
that objection which will effectually 
dispose of it. Maybe the salesman can- 
not think of the reply at the moment, 
but if he {s a man wko desires to suc- 
ceed in his craft he will immediately 
bend every power that is within him 
to discover that answer. He will set 
his brain .to work on that one ques- 
tion exclusively and he will not give 
up until he has the answer. If he is 
quick enough and fortunate enough th2 
answer may come to him in time to in- 
fluence that particular sale, but it is 
too late, nevertheless he will know 
how to answer when the same question 
comes up again. 

Of course, this point applies more 
to the specialty salesrnan than to the 
man who is handling'staple lines. It

The writer of this article has 
an idea that the specialty man has 
the hardest time of the two. Of course, 
the staple man probably meets with 
more competition, but then his cus- 
tomers have to have his goods from 
some one, and that is one big point in 
his advantage. But the specialty man 
is handling a line that there is no spe- 
cific demand for, and he has, first of all, 
to create the demand in the buyer's 
mind, He has to apply the power of 
suggestion. He then has to sell the 
merchant the goods which the people 
will not buy ff they should happen 
upon hard times, for they are a lux- 
ury. But the probability Is that if 
prosperity continues that the goors 
will sell quicker and at a larger profit 
than the staple lines that his more 
prosaic brother is selling. ‘In sho¢t, 
the specialty salesman must induce the 
merchant to take a gambling chance 
with the odds unknown. But he must 
convince the merchant that there is a 
big prospect of big profits, and must 
make the proposition so alluring that 
the merchant will see in his mind noth- 
ing but the successful side of the un- 
dertaking and will buy, feeling sure 
that he is going to win a large, quick 
increase for his business out of the 
goods he is buying. 


THE ATLANTA LIME MARKET 


By M. D. THOMPSON, of thé Williams- Thompson Co, 


The consumption of limes in Atlanta 
is becoming so genera] that it is, get- 
ting to be almost impossible to keep 
the demand supplied regularly. This 
seems to be true of other sections 
of the country, as well as of Atlanta, 
and the general consumption has been 
so sudden and has grown so rapidly 
that the producing countries have 
failed so far to Keep pace with it. 
Ten years ago limes were almost a 
curiosity in Atlanta, and an express 
shipment of a few hampers would Keep 
the market supplied for weeks, while 
today there are several] Atlanta firms 
that place orders for 50 to 100 bar- 
rels from each cargo of limes arriving 
in New York. These cargoes come 
principally from the West Indies, and 
during the winter months arrive three 
or four times a month, and during the 
hot summer months much  oftener. 
These imported limes are very large,

a great many of them being ag large 
as lemons. They contain a greater 
amount of acid than lemons and are 
of a much superior flavor. Florida Is 
fast becoming quite a factor in the 
lime situation, and during the past 
two or three seasons the extreme 
southeastern part of the state has been 
producing and putting on the market 
a lime that excels the imported in 
flavor and almost equals it in size. 
Aside from the fact that limes are used 
principally for making delicious sum- 
mer drinks, they also make a delight- 
ful garnish for fish and oysters, and it 
is generally conceded by the best phy- 
sicians eVerywhere that if freely used 
flesh is heir to. Limes have become a 
recognized necessity in nearly every 
household, and no well regulated ho- 
tel, cafe, club or soda fount will un- 
dertake to operate without them, re- 
gardless of what they may cost.

Tell him how glad you are to see 
him, and that vou hope he will call 
again. If you have made a favorable 
impression upon your customer, he will 
be certain to return and ask for your 
services, 

If a customer has been coming to 
your store regularly and you feel a 
personal interest In him, always make 
a point to keep him well informed on 
new goods you have received. Fre- 
quently, after he has bought all he 
intended, you can sell something else 


by suggesting such things as you think 


he will Mkely need. Very few custom- | 
ers would be discourteous, and almost | 


invariably they would thank you for 


your interest and suggestions.

served stockroom’ should 
stockman, and that man should be re- 
quired to keep it looking in as good 
order as the salesroom.

AS THE SALESMAN SEES HIS TRADE | 


By Hugh King Harris, in System. 

Lntelligent co-operation or lack of 
it between salesmen and “the house” 
frequently makes the difference bee 
tween high efficiency and mediocrity 
in the selling force. It is compara- 
tively easy work to write “ginger let- 
ers,” post comparative scores and 
award prizes, but that is not enough. 
The sales manager of today must have 
specific and actual knowledge of con- 
ditions in the field to make his help 
count. His difficulty lies in getting 
salesmen’s reports which, in condensed 
form, accurately picture each customer 
with whom the house deals. 

A sales manager who makes his per- 
centage of returns climb steadily 
month by month, achieves results by 
a system of daily reports which graph- 
ically give him a hird’s-eyve view of 
business done, and which keep him in 
Close personal touch with his men and 
their customers at all times. The 
house handles a wide variety of goods 
and the reports permit him to study 
and know his customers’ business and 
to discern and, instantly correct errors 
of salesmen in handling trade, 

The system shows the weakness of 
Salesmen as well as their strength. It 
not on lump sums of goods 
sold, but shows the distribution of 
sales over the entire line of goods 
handled the house. Monthly tabu- 
lations of the salesmen’s sheets give

The tabulated reports are an Inspira- 
tion for headquarters and for the road 
man. raise house conventions 
above dry, uninteresting routine 
level. But most important of all the 
results achieved by the reports on in- 
dividual customers, is the close 
vision of prospects and customers’ lists 
which it allows. It permits the right 
sort of letters to be written—personal, 
friendly, specific. That is the phase of 
wholesale merehandising and selling 
which is of vital importance today.

It is in a wonder- 
fully good state of preservation and 
the printed matter is easily readable— 
to a person who reads German, for it 
is written in that language.
